In its report authorizing 1978-79 ap* 
propriations for the intelligence com-" 
m unity, however, the House commit- 
tee, headed by Rep." Edward Boland 
(D-Mass.), said it had found 
“compelling evidence to convince it 
that disclosure of budget information 
as to the intelligence and intelligence- 
related activities of the government is 
not justified in the immediate future.” 

The Senate committee^ then headed 
by Frank Church (D-Idaho), had been 
on the verge two years ago of publish- 
ing the overall spending total at the 
windup of its investigations of wrong- 
doing by the CIA and other agencies, 
but then balked at the last minute by 
a vote of 6 to 5.
